The dues of Membership for residents of the United States will be Ten dollars ($10.00). There will be no dues 
for members residing in other countries. Each member will be entitled to receive a copy of the Transactions'^ of 
the Congress, when published by the Executive Committee. 

The General Sessions of the Congress will be devoted to the transaction of business and Addresses and Com- 
munications of general scientific interest, by members appointed by the Executive Committee. A printed 
"Programme" of the Sessions will be presented to each member on registering. A printed "Order of Business" 
for each day will also be issued. 

The work of the various Sections will be directed by the President of the Section, and the order will be pub- 
lished in a daily Programme for each Section. Questions and topics that have been agreed on for discussion in the 
Sections, shall be introduced by members previously designated by the titular officers of each Section. Members who 
shall have been appointed to open discussions, shall present to the Secretaries of the Section, in advance, statements 
of the conclusions which they have formed as a basis for the debate.
